of. peace between Russia and Japan 
will become effective upon its

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


M'CALL A VICTIM OF OVER-FEELING 
P 


RESIDENT McCALL, in response to Con- 


troller Davis' action in revoking the license 


of the New York Life Insurance Company, says 
that Nevada has only 45,000 population. This is 
not what would ordinarily be considered a very 
effective or logical reply to the charge that a com- 
pany is so rotten that the easy-going people of 
an easy-going state refute to permit it longer to 
do business within the borders of that common- 
wealth. Bnt it is what might be expected from 
a man like McCall. 


The truth of the matter is that men like Mc- 


Call are not possessed of the extraordinarj men- 
tal ability that they are generally supposed to pos- 
sess. 
When luck, fate, chance, or combination 


of circumstances—whatever ma\ be the particu- 
lar name >ou wish to call the pitchfork that 
throws a mediocre man into a situation of mo- 
ment—places a McCall in the position of control 
of a great insurance company, she generally se- 
lects some specialist who understands a good deal 
about one particular thing and nothing at all of 
anything else. He finds himself at the head of an 
army of well-trained and able subordinates— 
many of them far more capable and clever than 
himself—and learns that he has not much more to 
do than to sign his name, dress well, and look 
dignified.

one falls before the demons of gambling, drink, 
or drugs, the vice of gluttony counts its scores. 
The victim loses all interest in life, save in so far 
as it is necessary to live in order to eat; the great- 
er part of the day and evening is spent in feeding,
